Gnow1xo Cony Foopxn ron Mitom Cows.—Much 
has been sald recently abont (ho beat breeds of eat- 
He for tha dairy. Good dairymen. are. becoming 
more and more impressed with the importance of 
gotting together a herd of cows that will produce a 
large quantity of milk, and in purchasing aro pot 
Gisposeil to higelo at prices if quality can be ob- 
tainoi. Of course there is 0 vast difference ia the 
capacity of different dows lo give milk, but the pro- 
duction of milk does not depend altogether on care-| 
fal broeding aod n selected herd. The question of, 


|} good and abundant food is. no less important than | 


good cows, An abundance of milk depends upon 
an abundance of food. Barren pastures and half 
starved anitnals will ot yield much milk, howover| 
good the breed, or great the capacity of the cows 
for producing it, It fsa great mistake to overstock 
pastures, and yet it is largely practiced throughout 
the dairy districts, Wo have seen dairymen 
Gilup their herds in the spring with bigh priced 
animals, thereby reducing the amount of cheese 
tumed off for the season below what it would haya 
been had not an animal been added to the herd.— 
They were anxious to hayeno food go to waste, and 
in the effort to cconomise in this respect lost sight 
of the fact that by overstocking the whole herd 
was compelled to ‘economise also in the. yield of 
milk; ‘The  aétual requirements of the aniwal 
must ‘first be attended to. Life must be 
supported, and: the waste of the system constantly 
going.on is tobe mide up, These always stand 
first, and after that the cow is willing to convert 
surplas food into milk. Buc eyen when pastures 
aro‘not overstocked, fecd begins to depreciate in 
quality during the latter part of summer, and unlesd 
some provision has been made to supply tho herd 
with additional food the yield of milk also, as a con: 
sequence, falls. off: Experienced dairymen under. 
stand the fact thatsrhen'the flow of milk has been 
checkéd for any considerable length of time by 
reason of depreciation in food it is difficult to get the 
cours back again to the ol! standard, Hence soiling is 
resorted to for the purpose of keeping up the habit 
until the time for tuning into the afterfeed. Corn 
sowed broadcast or in drills is admirably adapted 
for producing the requisite food for summer soiling 
milch, cowa. It is nutritious and succulent and 
promotes a flow of milk, if mot quite cqual at least 
second only to clover. It is a profitable crop to 
raise, because an immenso quantity can be grown, 
peracre,, There need be no loss in growing the 
crop, since if any part isnot wanted for soiling, it 
may bg cut and cared and used for winter. 

No ono who keeps dairy should neglect to grow 
a patch of sowed corn to mect the probable want« 
of bis herd ‘during the latter part of August and 
September. If the scason proves to be dry, his 
stock will need it, and by this means be will be able 
to keep bis cows in condition and obtain full re 
tums, whiJé those who have made no provision for 
extra food must suffer a considerable loss. Last 
season, in some sections, stock could not have been 
carried through hadiit not been for patches of 
sowed com which camo in play about the time that 
pastures hedan to fail. Many who did not put in 
this crop were forced to feed from meadows, and a: 
‘a consequence were cut short of winter fodder and 
obliged to reduce their herds in the fall. Sowed 
com may be put io from the first to the fftoeuth of 
Jane, The land should be heavily manured and 
putin good tilth. Old Jand that has not been fall- 
plowed’ should be plowed twice, and the manure 
thoroughly mingled in the soil. The usual practice 
isto sow broadcast and harrow im the seed; but 
we prefer drilling in the seed with a machine, mak- 
‘ing the rows about two fect opart, This will adi 
of running a cultivator or horse’ hoe between the 
rows, which: keeps down weeds and stirs the soil, 
giving a better crop. The Western or Dent corn, 
gives the largest amount of fodder. Some uso 
threo and others’ four’ bushels of seed per acre 
when sowed broadcast, When sod ground is to be 
employed for sowing the crop it pays well to sub- 
soil. We have grown immense ctops by manuring 
on the sod, turning under, and sub-soiling the land. 
In curing the crop for winter fodder we cut, tic in 
bundles and shock up. Thisis tho safest course, 
since if the weather is bad there will be difficulty in 
curing if Jeft spread out on the ground to dry. 
There i4 an occasional season, it is true, when, with 
an abundance of rain that keeps grass fresh and m 
Vigorous growth, corn for soiling purposes is not 
needed. But such seasons aro the exeeptions, and 
it is poor ecowomy to base operations upon chance. 
It will be better to make proper provision for stock 
since if jt happens not be needed, the crop is 
not lost, but will pay largely ms winter fodder. 
The extent of ground needed for, growing fodder 
will depend of course upon the manner in which 
the crop is put in ond cultivated, as well as the 
ecason. It should not be léss than an acre fh 
every ten cows, and it will be no bad management 
if a'larger area than tho proportion named bp cul- 
tivated. 


‘Tue State Fain.—The Journal of the New York 
State Agricultural Society publishes the list of pro- 
miums and regulations for the Tweaty-filth Annual 
Fair. of the Society, 

‘Tho Fair is to be held In this city, on the 12th, 
1ath, 14th and 16th of September next, 

‘There is no point in the State more conveniently 
located for holding the State Fair than Utica, Its 
position is central, the fair grounds are extensive, 
pleasantly located near the city and reacbed by 
street cars which pass them on the line of the road. 

The premiums in the scyeral classes are on n 
Uberal scale, and we sce no reason why the coming 
fair should not be oae of the most auecessful of any 
previously held by the Society, The county of 
Oncida and the adjoining counties have now an 
opportunity of showing their various products from 
the farm and manufactory, and we hope for tho 
credit of this part of the Stato that the number of 
entriga will be large. We belleve a full represen- 
tation from these coantics has never been bad at 
onr Stato fairs, ut least no such representation as is 
capable of being made from such a wealthy and 
fertile farming district. These counties have the 
material for making an exhibition in all! 
the classes that will compare favorably 
with any section of the State, and’ wo hope to age 
it represented in its strength os it never bas becn 
before, A Btate Fair naturally is on index of tho 
enterprise, intelligence and development of different 
sections of the State, and it certainly would boa 
great discredit, for this part of ithe State, to be out 
dono by distant counties; Our {armors and manu- 
facturers should now be awake and mako calculn- 
tions on showing whatiwe really are doing, So far 
4S welare able tolearn, there is @ general wisb on 
tho part of our dairywen to haye show of dairy 
products, the like of which has never been scen in 
tho world. If the contemplated arrangement of the 
Now York State Cheeso Association 13 perfected, 
avd there is but Nitle doubt but it will be, thls fea 
ture of the Fair at least will be well worth seeing, 
We sco.no reason why n thousand cheeses from our 
factories and best priyate dairies may not be exhib- 
ited and the various apparatuses for cheese tanu-

Remy For Tue Oxtox Macaot.—At a recent 
meeting of tho Americqn Institute Farmers’ Club, 
0. Horcminsox, of Chester, Windsor county, Vt, 
advises soaking onion seed in a strong solution of 
copperas water, and sprinkling the plants after they 
have been up a fortnight, with the same solution, 
‘a certain death to the onion maggot. D, Woon- 
warp, of South Royallon, Vt,, makes an applica- 
tion of limo to the plant asa remedy, and says if 
it Js put on in a powdered state so as to come in 
contact with the plants, it ia an infallible remedy. 
Sowing the lime broadcast over the bed will not 
effect the desired result, thg lime must “be applied 
with the fingers, so as to come in covtact with the 
plants. Thu lime is applied after a rain, and a 
amall quantity is sufficient to do the work, 

The fly that produces the maggot Is described os 
being of a suull-brown color, about the size of 
common houso fly, nearly the same shape, except 
the wings, which Jay straight to the body. Only 
yo or throo are scen about a bed of onions at the 
same time, He says ‘it is low and. stealthy in ita 
movements, first lighting upon the top of a plant 
ond then crawling down to the bottom, where it 
turns its bead up, places its two hind feet upon the 
dirt and into some crevice, of between theparticles 
of oil, in close contact with the plaots, and de- 
posits ita eggs,” If the soll and weatheris favorable, 
these hatch into maggote jn a few hours, and com- 
ménce eating their woy into the heart of the plant 
and destroy it, Tho onion maggot ivory trouble- 
some in some sections, and many abandon all effort 
toraiso the crop, Various remedies have, from 
time to time beon recommended, such as scalding 
the seed, sowing ashes on the planits, or soaking tho 
seed ia tobacco water, &e. It would be well for 
those troubled with this pest to try the copperas 
water, and liine, in the way described, since they 
are of casy application, and if they prove effectual 
in ridding the crop from these troublesome custom: 
ers, the time and labor employed in the work will 
amply pay. 


‘Tae Cressr Manker.—The quality of cheese at 
the Little Falls market, on Monday, May 29tb, was 
somewhat improved from that of previous ship- 
ments since the opening of thi'sprivg trade. Prices 
remain pretty much the same is for the week last 
past, Sales were made from trelve cents to four 
teen cents for a fair grade, Some of the finer lots 
brought in tho morning fiftecn and a-balf cenw, 
Some lots, through the day, may aye run higher 
than the last Ggures named. There was consider- 
ableactivily among buyers, and at 10 o'clock we 
counted seventy-five loaded wagons about the freight 
house, waiting dolivery. Tho Eatonsville, Brockct’s 
Bridge, Fuirfeld and other factories were expected 
to make shipments, and from nll « jyearances, at 11 
o'clock a, ., the deliveries of tls day would not 
fall short of 2,000 boxes,

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; GUILTY OR NOFGUILTX? 
Any presumption in fayor of the innocence of 
the rebels accused of complicity with the assassina- 
tion conspiracy has been weakened by the evidence 
of their connection with the plot, and by the proof 
of their participation in other schemes equally vil- 
Ininouis. ‘There are strong reasons which creaté tho 
presumption of their guilt; not, perhaps, of every 
individual named, but of the majority of them. 
There is proof that they have sanclfotied acts which 
shows them capablo of any infamy, treachery ond 
atrocity. ‘hey had n Gonccivable' motive for the 
commission of the crime. ‘There is circumstantial 
‘evidence and somewhat direct to cstablish their con- 
neetion with the assassination, ‘There is theallea- 
have the proof 
of tho guilt of the nocused rebels whith it is not 
decmed prudeot to publish to the world at this 
time. . 

The wretched tools who were the immediate.cx- 
ccutioners of the designs‘of the conspiracy, bad no 
concgivable motive for the acts théy did, excvpt 
we suppose they. were instigated by others and | 
were induced by rewards to undertake tho job.— 
There is no evidence thet one of them had been 
wronged or injured by the government, or by either] 
of the persons assailed. ‘There was no rankling! 
sense of personal injury which goaded one of th 
to wreak hisrevenge on the President or Secretar 
of State, The majority of themdid not live in the 
rebel States, and bad not suffered Joss through thie 
war. Did these persons concoct so’ murderous a! 
plot? What was their motive? What was the 
adequate reward that actuated them “and impeljed 
them with persistent foree to the exceation of tha 
plan? We can find none. We can imagine none, 
excopt we conclude that they were incited by boll- 
cr, more vindictive, more desperate men than them 
selyes, So far as we have learned they were oll, 
saye, perhaps, one, sympathizers with the 
rebel cause, The one whom we know 80 little of is 
doubtless a hired desporado who did his employer's 
bidding without personal’ feeling. The rebels bad 
motive, They saw their cause daily growing 
more desperate. Their downfall seemed to them: 
selves inevitable, unless they could arrest the over: 
turning power that was operating against them, 
There is ample proof that the rebel authorities 
Aeemed the demornlization of the people of thie 
North possible by the infliction of some appalling 
misfortune. They attempted to obtain this result 
by different modes. Thus, for them a motive for 
this act existed. “An oncouraging hope stimulated 
them. The mode of assailing the government was 
not repugnant to their feelings, for there is evidence 
that they were using other means of warfare ia 
similar modes. Which is the ‘more rational probs- 
bility, that the men now on trial at Washington 
originated the crime lor which they are being trie) 
or that they are the mercenaries who executed th¢ 
schemes of others for a stipulated price? 

Inferences from the character of the rebels charg- 
od with participation in the plot or conclusions de 
duced from their neta, are unfavorable to the sup; 
position that they are innocent, Wo pass by the 
general facts that nearly every one, if not all, ‘of 
them are perjured traivors, that they have commit. 
tod or sanctioned atrocious acts which are abborren} 
to hamanity. There are some particular acts, <b 
like this plot for murder, which confirm the opi 
ion of the probable guilt of the rebel ““innocents.? 
Richmond was once thought to be in danger at 
caplure by an expedition of Union soldiers, The 
rebel authorities in their capital proposed. to blow 
up a prison: containing bundreds of prisoners of 
war, Could such men plot a murder or two? 
‘There were gome inventive rebels. who, contrived 
chemical combustibles for, burning ships; by the 
use of those chemicals it was desigued to bur all 
the vessels leaving uorthem ports. “Could Serf. 
Davis, who endorsed this scheme, approve a pla) 
for the murder of two or three men? A rebel lied- 
tenant named ALstox volunteered to proceed “to rill 

the confedercy of its deadliest enemies.” His pr 
posal was entertained by the Presidedt of the rebd) 
States, aud was “respectfully reterred” by him to thy 
Sceretary of War. Did not that plan contemplate 
assassination? If it did, was not Jrsr, Davis’a¢- 
cessory to the premeditated crime? Rebel soldiers 
were Sent to the Canadian provinces, from theng 
to enter the States to plunder apd burn and murde} 
When some of these were arrested the authorization 
of the rebel Secretary of War for the commission 
of these acts was interposed to avert the punish- 
ment due the crimes. Was he too honorable, too 
humane, too magnanimous to repel the-idea of 
assassinating the federal officials? There were 
rebel agents in Canada who represented the conted. 
crate government, They were supplied with large 
sums of money to use in promoting the rebpl 
interests by such ‘means ns seemed to them judi- 
cious and effective. It is proved that éeveral of 
these agents were cognizant for’ months of a pl 
to spread the yellow fever inf several notthero and 
southern cities for the sake of aiding the coufeder 
ates in thelr struggles. Among other plans in this 
conspiracy was one to present an. infeeted valige to 
President Lixcoux with the purpose, of course, of 
taking his life. Jacow Tuoupsox, the former cabj 
net secretary ofa democratic president, paid monéy 
to the hired villain who was emplosed for the 
cation of this monstrous crime This iv admitted 
to be true by one of the agents, Wa. C, Creany. 
Wouli these men shrink from the murder of singlo 
individual or of a few hateful officials? They had 
contemplated with approbation tho plan for the 
murder of perhaps thousands of men and womén 
and children, their own friends and flesh and 
blood, too! | 

Those who are sceptical in respect to the guilt of 
the rebel officials charged with complicity with the 
plot for assassinating the President ought to be 
very moderate in their assovagations that the accused 
could not be guilty of so heinous an offense. 
With little groof, a fair deduction from the char- 
acter of their detected schemes would justify the 
opinion of their probable guilt. ‘The act is of kin- 
dred ature with the others they baye 
sanctioned or committed. And, besides 
this, there is proot of the connection ot the 
aeassins with the confederate agents. The firet 
plan against the President was to be exxcuted by 
some of the same couspirators as were in the last 
one. Boor averred that tho enterprise was 
nided by money “‘ from the south side.” He was a 
mercenary to do the work of the south-side princi- 
pals. Boorm is proved to have’ been fn conference 
with the notorious rebel ngents in Cauada, A wjt- 
ness testifies that In February last be beard Ceapy 
remark to Saworus that “ they are getting ready for 
the inauguration of Lixcous," To. this, Sanpxns 
replicd “ if (he boys hace good luck, Lrscous will shot 
trouble wa much longer.”

It shows, whatever be 
the purport of the dispatch, his connection with the 
confederate officials. ‘The government says the 
evidence proves the coinplicity of thé confederate au- 
thorities with the crime of conspiracy and assaspi- 
nation. ‘The probabilities tend to” the conclusion 
thal {he desperate traitors were no lost to shame 
and \vere so dead to sentiments of honox and hu. 
mranity, shat they yielded to the temptation of their 
prs-fons and hopes and fell to the depths of the 
Jofsmous guilt wherewith they now stand charged,

‘The President has issued an amnesty proclama- 
tion granting amnesty and pardon to all who have 
directly oF indirectly participated in the rebellion, 
save such os aro oxcepted; with restoration of all 
rights of property, execpt a8 to slaves and cases 
where legal procecdings under the, laws of the Uni- 
ted States providing‘for confiscation have been tu- 
stituted; upon the condition, however, that every 
such person shall take a prescribed oath of alleg!- 
anoe. ‘The exceptions from the benefits of the am- 
nesty are the following classes : 1t. All the pretended, 
civil or diplomatio officers or the domestic and for- 
elgn agents of the pretended Confederate government. 
2d. All persons Who left judicial stations under the 
United States to ald the rebellion. 8d. AN who 
have been military or naval officers of the pretend- 
ed Confederate Government above the rank ot Col- 
onel in the army or Lieutenant in the navy.

Prima facie there was nothing in the statement of 
reatous which showed that they originated from 
Secretary Staxtox. At the time Of their publica- 
tion, it was understood that the statement was the 
expression of the mature conclusions of a cabinet 
meeting, convened by the President, for the pur- 
poze of considering the uofortunate negotiation of 
the national commander. Gen, SHERMAN was 60 
irritated by the rebuke that he has treated the Sec- 
retary of War with arrogance apd contempt, in 
Wich he has no right to indulge, irrespective of the 
official relations of the two officers. He has written 
to the Secretary and of lum in the terms of a com- 
mon scold, or rather of an uncommon one. His 
purpose seems to be to whip the Secretary into a 
compliance with his demands, The absolute nse 
of authority destroys the balance of rome charac. 
ters. Decision becomes harsh  imperiousness. 
There is some appearance tbat this is the case 
with Gen. Surnuas. The Secretary has not retorted. 
He has borne himself with dignity ond firmness. 
For his own sake, we trust that Gen, Smmmuaw will

AMNESTY. 


A PROCLAMATION 


By the President of the United States, 


Wasmixcrox, May 29. 

Whereas, The President of the United States, on 
the 8th day of December, 1863, and on the 26th 
day of March, 1864, did, with the object to sup- 
press the exisling rebellion, to induce all persons 
to return to their loyalty, and to restore the nuthor- 
ity of tho United States, issue proclamations offer- 
ing amnesty and pardon to certain persons who hnd 
directly, or by implication, participated in the said 
rebellion; and 

Whereas, Many persons who had so engaged in 
zaid rebellion have, since the issuance of said pro- 
clamation, failed or neglected to take the benefits 
offered thereby ; and 

Whereas, Many persons have been justly, de- 
prived of all claim tgamnesty and pardon thereun- 
der by reason of their participation dircetly, or by 
implication, in said rebellion and continued hostil- 
ity to the Government of the United States since 
the dato of said proclamation, now desire to apply 
for and obtain amnesty and pardon; to the en 
therefore, that the authority of the Government of 
the United States may be restored and that peace, 
order and free¢om may be established, 

I, Andrew Jobnson, President of the United 
States, do proclaim and declare that I hereby grant 
to all persons who, have dircefly or ngillreedy apa 
ticipated in the existing rebellion, except as liereal- 
ter excepted, amnesty and pardon with restoration 
of all rights’ of property, except as to slaves, and 
except in cases where legal proceedings under the 
laws of the United States providing for the confis- 
cation of property of persons engaged in rebellion 
have been instituted, but on'the condition never. 
theless that every such person shall take and sub- 
scribe to the falloming oath or affirmation, and 
thenceforward keep and maintain said oath jnvio- 
Iste, and which oath shall bo registered for perma- 
nent preservation and shall be of tho tenor and 
effect as followa, to wit: 

“T do solemnly swear, or affirm, in presence of Al- 
mighty God, that I will, henceforth, faithfully sup- 

rt and defend the constitution ‘of the United 

tates, thereunder ; and that I will, m like mauner, 
abide by and faithfully support all laws and proc- 
Yamattons which have been matle during: the exist- 
ing rebellion with reference to the emancipation of 
slaves. So help mo God.” 

The following classes of persons are excopted 
from the benefits of this proclamation: irst. All 
who are or shall have been pretended civil or diplo- 
matic officers, or otherwiso domestic or foreign 
agents of the protended Confederate Government. 
Second. All who left judicial stations under the 
United States to aid the rebellion.- Third. All who 
shall have been military == or_—nayal 
officers of said pretended government, above the 
rank of Colonel in the army, or Lieutenant in the 
navy. Fourth, All who left seats in the congress of 
the United States to aid the rebellion. Fifth, all 
who resigned or tendered resignations of their com- 
missions of the army or navy of the United States 
to evade duty in resting the rebellion. Sixth, All 
who have engaged in any way treating otherwise 
than lawfully as prisoners of war, persons found in 
the Unit tes service’ or as officers, 
soldiers, scamen, in other capacities. Seventh, 
All persons who have been or aro abseatecs 
from the Umted States for the purpose of aiding 
the.rebellion, Bighth, All military avd naval offi- 
cers in the rebel serrice, who were educated by the 

vernment at the Military Academy at West Point, 
‘or the United States Naval Academy, Ninth, All 
persons who held the pretended offices of govern: 
ors of states in insurrection agajnst the United States. 
Tenth. All persons who left their homes within the 
Jurisdiction and protection of the United States and 
passed beyond the federal military lines into the so- 
called confederate states for the purpose of aiding 
the rebellion. Eleventh: All persons who have been 
engaged in the destructioa of the commerce of the 
United’ States upon the high seas, and all persons 
who have made raids into the United States from 
Canada, or been eugaged in destroying the com- 
merce of the United States upon the lakes and 
rivers that separate the British Provinces from the 
United States. Twelfth. All pgrsons who at the 
timo when they seck to obtain the benefits hereof, 
by taking the oath herein prescribed,are ia military, 
naval or civil confiement or custody, or under 
bonds of the military or naval authorities, or 
agents of the United States as prisoners of war, or 
persons detained for offenses of any kind ciuer be 

fore or after conviction. Thirteenth. All persovs 
no hi Yoluotarily participated in said rebellion, 
nd tho estimated value of whose taxable property 
is over $20,000. Fourtcenth. All persons who 
have taken the oath of amnesty as prescribed in 
tho Preident’s proclamation of December 8, 1863, 
or an oath of allegiance to the gavernment of the 
United States, since the date of eid proc'amation, 
and who have not thenceforwani kept and main- 
tained the same inviolate: Provided that special 
application may be made to the President for par 
don by apy persons belonging to the excepted par- 
ties and such clemency will be liberally extended 
as may be consistent with the facts of the case and 
the peace and dignity of the United States. 

The Sccretary of State will establish rules and 
regulations for administering and recording the said 
amnesty oath, 80 as to insure its benefit to the peo- 
ple, and guard the Government against fraud. 

In testimony whereof, Ihave hereunto set my 
hand, and caused the seal of the United States to 
be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington, the 20th day of 
May, 4. p..1865, and of the independence of the 
United States the Eighty-ninth.

Whi It becomes necessary and proper to 
carry out and enforce the obligations of the United 
States to the people of North Carolina in securing 
them in the enjoyments of a republican form of 

wwerament. Now, therefore, in obedience to tho 

igh and solemn, duties Imposed upon mo by the 
constitution of the United States, and for the pur: 
pose of enabling the loyal people’ of aid State to 
Organize a State government whercby justice way 
be established, domestic tranquility insured and 
loyal citizens protected in all tho rights of life, 
liberty and property, 

I, Andrew Jobnion, President of the United 
States and Commandcr-in-Chief of the Army and 
Nary of the United States, do hereby appoint Win, 
W. Holden Provisional Governor of the State of 
North Carolina, whose duty it ehall be, at earliest 
practicable period, to prescribe euch rule; and rog- 
‘ulations #s may be necessary and proper for con- 
ening a convention composed of delegates choscn 
by that portion of the people of sald State who arc 
Toyal to the United States, and to cthers, for th 
purpose of altering or ameuding tho constitution 
thereof, and with authority to oxercise within the 
mits of said State all the powers necessary and 

oper to enable such loyal people of the Sato of 
Rant Oarotina, ta restore sald State to it consti- 
tutioual relations to the Fedoral Government, and

The Trial of the Assassins, 


THE PROCEEDINGS OF YESTERDAY. 


Mr. Davis, residing at Dr. Mudds’as Inborer, tes- 
ified that Mudd was only away from bome three 
nights since tho first of Jaguary, once on the 26th 
of January to George Henry Gardner's party with 
his family, once ta Washington on tho 23d.of 
March with L, Gardner, and the third time also to 
Washington. Saw ‘thin every day except those 
three. Never saw Surratt or Booth. Never heard 
Surratt’a, Booth’s or Harrold’s name meationed in 
the family. Witness went for Dr. Mudd on the 
16th of April, to his (Mudd’s) father's, told 
him there were some soldiers at. the 
house who wanted to seo bim. Nothin; 
was said between them about a boot; never h 
Mudd express any disloyal sentiments; sav two 
horses at the louse; did not sce the men, but 
heard one had a broken leg: 

Julian Blois, (colored,) family residing at Mudd’s, 
testified: Never knew of any confederate officers 
or soldicrs being about the house. 

Dr. Mudd was very kind to all alaves ; he never 
stuck Mary Simous that I know of ; Mary Simons 
is no great truth teller because she bas told ligs on 
‘me; the colored folks genorally think her a liar ; 
the ‘same was case of Milo Simons, if he got angry 
with you he would toll a lie on you for the sake of 
satisfaction; never heard Dr, Mudd talk about the 

oyerament of Mr, Lincoln; I left hit house ten 
jays before last: Christmas; "Dr. Mudd’s wife told 
me that day that he was going, to Washington to 
buy a cooking stove. 

‘The prosecution called Mr’ Hyams, who. testified 
to meeting Dr. Blackburn at Toronto, in December, 
1862, and knows that ho was in the ‘service of the 
rebellion; that Blackburn took witness to a private 
room and asked him if he was willing to go onan 
expedition; he told him he would make 
$160,000, and receive more glory than Lee. Wit 
hess consented, and received a-fetter from Black= 
burn dated May 10th, Inst, nt Havana, stating he 
would arrive at Halifax, and witness made his way 
there, and perfected arrangements for distribution 
of infected clothing, and bringing the trunks to 
New York, Philadelphia, &e. Blackburn stated 
that bis object was to destroy. the Federal army ; 
that the clothing had been'infeoted with yellow fe- 
yer, and that other parties were engaged with him 
fn infecting goods amounting to one million dollars’ 
worth, with that disease and small-pox.” “Witness 
understood that the’clothing in a yalise, which was 
sent io President Lincoln, was infected with 
both diseases. When witness retuned to Hamil- 
ton, he met Clay and Holcomb, who congratulated 
him on his success, and he telegraphed to Dr. 
Blackburn, “who carho down that night, and’ when 
witness told him what ho had “done, be 
said it was all right, as “Big number tro 
had gone to Washington, and -he was; sure 
itwould kill at sixty yards” Blackburn said 
Thompson would pay him, and he weat to Thomp- 
son, who stated ho would be paid when they heard 
the goods had been delivered according to instruc- 
tions. Witness ‘then delivered a letter from-Wal- 
lesco, when Thompson gave witness $50 on account. 
Never eaw Surratt, Audrow Givynn, or Ben Gwynn, 
at the house, or heard their names mentioned. 

After the receas Dr. G. D. Mudd testified: He 
pmeticed medicine in Bryanton, Md; know 
Samuel Mudd; bis father and mino) werd first 
cousins ; kriow no one in. neighborhood whose rep- 
utation was better; have always ‘considered him 
abumane man; always clothed and fod bis ser 
yauty well, and treated them kindly as far as I know y 
saw Dr. Mudd ou 16th April, at church ; he overtook 
me after that pn my way home to Bryantown, and 
Trodowith him as tar us his house. 

Q Stale whether he said anything to you about 
any persons having been at his house. Judge Ad- 
yocate Holt objected to the questiou on the ground 
that Government had not offered declarations of 
prisoners in evidence. Mr. Ewing said he proposed 
to show by the witness, who was.a man of unques- 
tionable loyalty, that tho prisoner had informed 
him tliat on Saturday morning there were two sus 
Picious persons at his house and had desired the 
witness if he thought it advisable to notity the 
military authorities of tho fact, but not to tell 
it at large about the streots lest tho parties or, their 
friends might assa2sinato him for the disclosure. 
‘This statersent was virtually an act done during 
the time of that alleged silence on bis part, which 
had been urged as means of implicating him as ac- 
cessory before and after tho fact in thls murder— 
If the fact of being silent was to bo urged agai 
him, was not the fact of his breaking that silence 
to be introduced in his behalf ? 

Judge Advocate Holt remarked that where par- 
tial declarations were given in evidence, the accused 
had a right to insist that the whole should be given|| 
atthe present instance. The prosecution had not 
offered a declaration of the prisoner. ‘The ground 
on which it was sought to introduce them was that 
they were part cf the trapsnction _itsdl,— 
The transaction at the time thoso declarations were 
made, liad been completed. It had closed the day 
before, it consisted in fact of prisoner having con- 
cealed’and cotertained these men, and sent them 
on their way rejoicing, and that trunsaction in 
which prisoner was arraigned was complete at 4 
o'clock Saturday afternoon, | 

Dreadfal Disaster.
